We sec that some are recommending the 
ractice of transplanting trees in Autumn, 
t we think this is not the best season. If 
he intent is to set out trees, as most people 
0, to be trimmed by horned cattle, and to 
e hoed by the hogs, it is not of so much 
onsequence at what season the operation is 
erformed, 
But if et de desired to have a thrifty or- 
ard, that will be productive in this present 
ntury—that will centinue growing notwith- 
anding the removal ef the roots to a dis- 
nt field, it is of some consequence to choose 
he best season of the year for the removal. 
Trees that are of the might age and that 
re properly set, require ne staking—they do 
etter to depend on their ewan strength than 
be tied up. But they should always be 
upperted with l.tter, or straw, or poor hay, 
laced about the roots—and if he land is not 
ich, some coarse manure shoukd be placed 
yn ithe surface about the tree. But if trees 
e transplanted in Autumn, it is dangerous 
o place any material of this kind in that 
lace for fear of the mice 
We cannot see any prepriety in exposing 
cung trees in new, fresh earth, to stand and 
racked six months before there is any pos- 
ility of their taking root. 
The best mode that we 
jake up our trees early in spring and bury 
heir reots in a cool place until the ground

PLASTER. 

We hope more experiments will be made 
n New England on the use of this article. 
Ve are well aware there are lands on which 
it seems to have no beneficial effect, but we 
ave soils on which it has a wonderful oper- 
ion, and where we have such, this is the 
heapest manure, or stimulant, that can be 
applied, 

Last week we were informed by a geutle- 
nan of South Andover, of en experiment 

ade with it by Mr. Asa E. Abbott of that 
place on his corn-field. Mr. A. put plaster 
pn the hills of many alternate rows of corn, 
leaving half of them without it. The plas- 
red corn looked much best through the 


summer, and on harvesting Ins corn, he 


weighed the ears of all the rows. The corn 


on the plastered rows weighed fifty-two 
pounds, while the corn on the rows not plas- 
tered, weighed less than half that number of 
pounds. 

Mr. Abbott’s soil was not what would be 
rather gravelly, not 


called clayey. It was 


a light soil,—it was not sandy, The plaster 
was put on green sward, ploughed in the 
spring. 

A neighbor of Mr. Abbott tried an equally 
accurate experiment on old ground that had 
been planted the year before. He found, on 
weighing his com, he had one third more 
Where he had used plaster than where he had 
used none.

Newton Cenrne, Oct. 29th, 
To the Editor of the Boston Cultivater : 


Dear Sir, I noticed in your Cultivator of 
last week, a communication stating the re- 
sult of an experiment made by planting the 
Rohan and Long Red potatoes, by way of 
comparison, with which I was much _ inter- 
ested. I, sir, have tried an experiment this 
season on potatoes; though mine was nota 
comparison between ditferent kinds of pota- 
toes, and between diflerent mauners of sced- 
ing with the same kind. I have often heard 
it said that the eyes of potatoes might be cut 
out and planted, and the main body of the 
potatoes saved for consumption, and the crop 
be equally good. Feeling anxious to ascer- 
tain the truth on this subject and likewise to 
know the relative value of small and large 
potatoes, whole and cut ones &c., I resolved 
to satisfy myself by experiment. The spot I 
selected for the experiment was prepared and 
manured as nearly alike in every partas pos- 
sible; the strip of ground was only wide 
enough for two rows; this strip I divided into 
six pieces containing four hills each, and 
| each piece, of four hills, | seeded differently 
| from every other; and although it was quite 
| ate, (the first of July) when I planted them 
and my crop small as I expected, yet I do 
not know why the comparison would not be 
just, the lateness of the season being as fa- 
vorable for ove plan of seeding as for anoth- 
er.

From this experiment 
I have eatisfied myself, at least, on these 
points; one is, if we wish to study economy, 
it would be better toeatless,and plantless,and 
let the potatoes have their eyes; the next is, 
we cannot plant too large seed; and the third 
is, we Cannot cut potatoes too little. 1 have 
tried this experiment for my own benefit, but

The Romans made one improvemont upon 
the plough by adding the iron coulter, and 
here it continued for centuries, without im- 
portant alteration. Even in Great Britain 
when the mechanic arts fay outstripped the 
rest of the world, the plough was in a great 
measure overlooked and neglected. The 
honor belongs to the United States of bring- 
jug it forward to pulle notice and putting it 
in the train of those numerous Improvements 
which it has undergone, within a few years, 

In 1798 
Mr. Jetierson published a new theory upon 
the of the mould board, upon 
mathematical philosophical principles, 
which gave the first impetus to this: subject. 
If for nothing else, ho deserves the gratitude 
of his country jor this one invaluable idea, 
Soon after, Mr. Robert Smith of Philadel- 
phia, from a suggestion of Mr. Jefferson’s, 
invented and patented the cast iron mould 
board, which proved so successful, that the 
same experiment bas been successively ap- 
plied to all parts of the plough except the 
beam and the hand!es, with the most gratify- 
ing results. So that “the plough as now con- 
structed, may be considered, as it has been 
denominated, the most upportant instrument 
kuown to man.”’ It is the right arm of the

A Curuosiry. A gentleman informed us a 
few days since that, a short time previous, 
wh te in pursuit of wild turkeys in Hart coun- 
ty, Kentucky, in company with a friend, they 
discovered on the summit of a knoll! or eleva- 
tion a large hole, that would admit a man’s 
body without much difficulty. Curiosity led 
them to make preparations, and, by an acces- 
sion, they entered this mysterious place. At 
the depth of about 60 feet they found them- 
selves in a subterraneous cave or room, ap- 
parently cut out of a solid rock, through which 
they had passed many feet, which appeared 
to be 16 or 18 feet square. Our informant 
was the first that entered the room, and he 
wes not a little surprised that the first object 
which met his eyes was a human skull, with 
all the teeth entire. Upon further examina- 
tion, it was found that the whole place was 
filled with skeletons of men, women and chil- 
dren. 

Under the small aperture through which 
they descended the place was pertectly dry, 
and the bones in a state of preservation. An 
entire skeleton of the human body was ob- 
tained. They concluded to examine how 
deep the bones laid, and penetraied through 
them in one place between four and seven 
feet, but found them equally plentiful as on 
the top; but there seemed to rise an offensive 
efiluvia as they approached where it was a 
little damp. ‘There was no outlet to the room, 
and a large snake which they found there, and 
which appeared to be perfectly docile, passed 
around the room several times while they 
were in it. ‘The discovery is a subject for the 
speculation of philosophers with regard to the 
period and circumstances attending this an- 
cient charnel-house.
